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OLIVE MEN 
ASK $240 
PER TON 


PORTERVILLE, Sept. 3 — There 
has been no official reaction from 
canners as yet to the announce- 
ment that independent olive grow- 
ers have set a price of $240 per 
ton for this season's ripe olive 
crop. 

The price was: announced on 
September 1, following a meeting 
in Sacramento of members and di- 
rectors of the Independent Olive 
Growers association. : 

Ed. Olson, of Porterville, man- 
ager of the association, says that 
growers feel this price is justified 
by harvest costs of this year’s 
short crop and the extremely low 
prices received for a bumper crop 
last year, amounting to $125 per 
ton, or less, for standards. 

A complete review of all avail- 
able economic data, including can- 
ners’ costs, was considered prior 
to the setting of the current sea- 
son price, Olson said. 

An important factor, that the 
IOGA directors stressed, were fig- 
ures which had been given the 
previous day at the State Olive Ad- 
visory board meeting. The figures 
used at that meeting estimated 
that the total pack of the 1959 
crop ‘would be approximately 1,- 
155,000 cases; the total carry 
over, as of December 31, 1959, 
750,000 cases; giving a total sup- 
ply of olives available of 1,900,- 
000, and with the New State Ad- 
vertising order in -effect an in- 
crease of 10% can be expect- 
ed; based on a 2,200,000,000 1959 
sales figures, the total estimate of 
sales for the coming season would 
then. be 2,350,000 cases. This 
leaves an approximate shortage of 
450,000 cases under the expected 
demand. 

Another factor in the establish- 
ment of this price of $240 was the 
JOGA. estimate that the picking 
costs would be higher than ever 
before. 

Alfred Holve, of Lindsay, presi- | 
dent of the association, stated at 
the Sacramento meeting, ‘“‘Unifica- 
tion of olive growers is vital to 
the industry. The prices decided 
upon can be the most important 
act instigated in our industry. We 
cannot constder too carefully all 
the aspects of this situation, for 
the life-blood of all of us, grow- 
ers and canner alike, depends on 
the fairness of all concerned.’’

WATER OFFERS 


BIG QUESTION 


PORTERVILLE, Sept. 3 — Farmers in the southeastern Tulare county 
area are getting through an exceptionally dry spring and summer with- 
out crop losses resulting from water shortage, but the water situation 


has approached a critical point in 


some cases and could be serious 


next year if another dry winter is experienced. 


Reports from the larger irriga- 


tion districts in the area — Lind- 
more,.Porterville, Lower Tule and 
Saucelito — are about the same: 
Class 1 Central Valley Project wa- 
ter is being delivered as contract- 
ed, however Class 2 water has 
been short, actually only about 35 
per cent of the amount ordered up 
and down the canal. 


Farmers have been forced to 
pump more heavily than in any re- 
cent year with the result that the 
water table has generally drop- 
ped, estimates ranging from five 
feet in the better water areas to 
50 feet in the short water areas. 


Officials in all of the irrigation 
districts praise the cooperation of 
their farmers who used their 
pumps as necessary and who co- 

operated in the use and distribu- 
tion of Central Valley Project wa- 
ter for maximum benefit within 


the districts.

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WHAT DOCTORS SAY ABOUT: 


Blood Sugar 
Most Important 


in Diabetes 


Q. Can sugar be in the urine 
without being in the blood? If 
so, is there danger of it eventu- 
ally leading to diabetes?—J. D. 
A. As you probably know, the 
blood normally contains sugar 
whereas the urine does not. In 
true diabetes there is an increase 
in blood sugar above normal 
and some of the excess spills 
over into the urine. There are 
other situations in’ which the 
urine may show sugar or sugar- 
like substances. For example, in 
renal diabetes the kidneys allow 
sugar to seep out but there is no 
elevation in blood sugar as in 
true diabetes. From a_ health 
standpoint, sugar in the urine is 
the least important thing about 
diabetes. However, the urine test 
does offer a convenient means 
of detecting possible trouble and 
is used to keep tab on patients 
who are being treated for dia- 
betes. Doctors can diagnose dia- 
betes more certainly and detect 
it in milder form by determining 
the amount of sugar in the blood 
than by testing the urine for 
sugar.

Weaver, who has had his fling at 
directing as well as acting, gave 
a. balanced, understanding, and 
pleasant performance (it’s getting 
so he always does something like 
that), and Blaine Graham, who 
now sits in the Barn’s director’s 
chair, directed himself into a good 
stage performance. (About Blaine 
as an actor we can say that he has 
improved considerably since we 
first saw him, in fact he now turns 
out a fair character role.) 

In the lead, as the guy who has 
all the gals but who eventually 
gets trapped into marriage, Clar- 
ence Newman does a first-rate job, 
although, as we recall him when 
he first hit the Barn stage, and in 
subsequent performances, he still 
is in that area of actor develop- 
ment that one might call season- 
ing. Not quite relaxed and na- 
tural yet, not quite the stage pers- 
ence yet, but not bad either, in 
fact, more often than not, real en- 
tertaining.

Shortage of Class 2 water, re- 
sulting from the lack of rain and 
snow in the mountains last win- 
ter, was a major factor in creat- 
ing an agricultural water situa- 
tion that in some areas approach- 
ed the critical stage, and, in the 
Lindmore district, brought a pro- 
gram of prorating and rationing 
for a time. 

Exception to the general situa- 
tion is the Terra Bella district, 
where only Class 1 water is con- 
tracted. 

Although farmers got by , this 
season without crop damage from 
water shortage, there is a big 
question mark concerning next 
season. If normal, or heavy win- 
ter rains and snow come this win- 
ter and spring, then the water sit- 
uation will ease off. If the area 
experiences anather really dry 
year, then farmers may be in for 
trouble. next summer as ground 
water levels continue to decline 
and the cost of pumping continues 
to increase. 

In the Saucelito Irrigation dis- 
trict, ‘‘everyone skimped’” and 
every source of water, including 
Deer Creek, was used. In this dis- 
trict, project water can be deliv- 
ered to only about one third of the 
farmers under present distribution 
methods. 

Funds for construction of a dis- 
tribution system within the dis- 
trict are included in the public 


along with it.
